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DETAILED ACTION 
This communication is in response to the Request for continued examination (RCE) filed 
on 12/23/02. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 12/23/02 has been entered. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-23 are pending in the application. 

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Rivetti et al. (US Pat. No. 5,686,644) teach a procedure for the production of alkyl 
carbonates by reacting an alcohol, oxygen and carbon monoxide in the presence of cuprous 
chloride as catalyst. The instant process differs from the prior art by a method for removing 
reaction byproduct alkyl chloroformate from reaction mixture by passing said mixture through a 
fluid passageway at a temperature of about 30° C to about 130°C and for a residence time of 
about 0.5 hour to about 10 hours. The prior art process neither teach nor render obvious the 
instant claimed invention and there is no suggestion or motivation to modify the process of other 
prior arts to obtain the instant invention. Therefore the instant claims are allowable over the prior 
art of record.
